LAND PURCHASE AND HOUSING. 

The geneta] report of the Sub-Committee on 
Land Furchasc was unanimously adopted, The 
report, which contains detailed recommenda- 
tions for a complete sottienent of the agrarian 
question was based on the assumption that the 
duty of the Sub-Commitice was to inquire into 
the problems presénted by Land Purchase, not 
under the existing form of government, but as 
part of a large echeme for recasting the frame- 
work of government in Ireland, and they stated 
that their recommendations could not be taken 
as agreed to on any other hypothesis, 

The report of the Commitee appointed, in 
accordance wiih the suggestion contained in the 
Prime Minister's letter of the 25th February, 
1918, to consider the question of housi in 
urban arcas in Ireland, was considered by the 
Convention on the Sth April, and unanimously 
adopted. 

It coniained the following:—From the best 
information that we have, been able to obtain, 
after consultation with the municipal authori- 
ties, we estimate the existing shortage of work- 
ing-class dwellings in the remaining county 
boroughs as follows:—Belfast, 7,500; Cork, 
1250; Londonderry, 1,000; Limerick, 2,000; 
Waterford, 700. This gives us a total deficiency 
for the county boroughs of 28,950. Under exist- 
ing conditions, the average cost of working-class 
dwellings, ipcluding tho purchase of land, the 
development of sites, and the actual cost of 
comstruction, cannot be put at much less, than 
four hundred pounds. We thus arrive at an 
estimate of £27,000,000 as the total amount of 
capital expenditure required to deal with the 
housing problem in urban areas in Ireland. The 
general conclusion is that it will be necessary 
for fifty per cent. of the loan charges to be 
borne by the Central Government.
